Sir William Thompson, professor of 
natural pliilosopliy iit Lhu University 
of Glasgow, has given some valuable 
evidence in London l>cforo a select 
committeo engaged in considering the 
subject of the electric Light. He said 
that wherca.s one-hov.se power of oiierg}' 
would OJily produce tMclvc-nindle gas 
light, it might produce twenty-four- 
hundred-power electric light The up- 
shot of the oxperinienta made at the 
factory of Messrs. SioaiMis, at Wool- 
wich, and at the iiatiiral philo.soi)hy 
' ■ class of the Uiuvcr.sity of Edinburgli, 
waa that aUowing cIil- practical csli- 
niato of one-horse powei- applied |in 
- driving the . engine, it had produced 
r-;tvrelve hundred candle« oE actual, vis- 
^able light, half tlio gro.ss energy to i)ro- 

■ ' duco tlio light, while tliQ other Iialf 

was lo.st in heating the machine and 
wires. As the electric light wa.s such 
an economical producer, lio anticipated 

: I that it had a great and immediate fu- 
ture before it. He Ijolieved before 
long it would 'be 'Qstfrt'in every case 
where a fixed light was requii-ed, 

- whether iu large rooms or siiuill ones — ■ 
even in passages and wtaircaso of pri- 
vate dwellings. Witk regard to regu- 

■ Ifttors for the electric liglit, he had 
seen one— the Sieinens regulator — 
which gave a steady, ]iure and ipiiot 

.. .light , . -Ho blew the' lig:lit out several 

• times, and it iu.slantly roliglilod itself. 
It was quite beautifal to seo its per- 
formance, and it was iiLComparably bet- 
ter than anything of the kind tliat he 
had ever seen before-. The electric 

• 'light was specially inln-ptcd for being 
placed high, -wlieio it illuminated a 
wide area. Jt might l>c put upon an 
iron pole raised sixty ftjrt high, or the 
old French plan of swinging a lamp on 
a wire from one side »f the street to 
the other raiglit be folloM-ed with ad- 
vantage. Such a plnii would be useful 

i 'in doing away with t^ie necessity for 
opal globes, which destroyed a large 
quantity of the illuiniiLiitiiig quality of 
the light. Jiuleccl, li« was surprised 
that these globes had ever been used, 
wasting as they did, fiEtv or sixty per 
cent of the ijluminatiiig power. He 
"^''Snsiaered tlmt the adv-nutagea of using 
the electric liglit ^vilhin buildings 
would bo very jgi't*at, because of 
the small cfi'cct it ^volllLl have when 
compared with gas in heating and 

: vitiating the atmcspliere. In the ca.se 
of electricity, the waves of the light 
only are converted into sensible heat, 
not in the air, but on "the ceiling and 
walls and iioor of the tooiu after tlicy 
have done their worh. In the case of 
gas, a comparatively small portion of 
the energy went to generating waves, 
and a much larger proiwrtion than in 
the case of the electric light went to 
heat the air in the noii^'liborliood of the 
flame. With regard to the subdivision 
of the light, according to practical ex- 
periments, if the saiTie amount of en- 
ergy that v;as used iiL producing one 
lajrge light was eniploy-etl in producing 

^. "ten feeble lights, none of those lights 
gave one-tenth or tlie amount of illumi- 
nation of the one large concentrated 
light. Still there \va5 nothing mathe- 
matically impossible in the matter, and 
it was quite po.ssible thiit apian of sub- 
division might be found by which the 
ten feebler lights woulil give a sum of 
illumination equal to that of the one 
larger light He consiilered that the 
electric light ai now developed was tit 
for use in large rooms. Every drawing- 
room in London, at nil events in mod- 
erately large room.'), might be econ- 
omically aud advantageously lighted by 

• electricitr. Optical appliance, such as 
shades, reflectors and prisms, might be 
.used with advantage in connection 
with the electric light. He was of 
opinion that the carbons used in el(>c- 
tric ligiiting %vou]d shortly become a 
merely fractional part of the price ask- 
ed for them now. lie was also of the 
opinion that a gi'eat deal of natural 
energy which was now lost might be 
advantageoiLsl ■/ applierd in the future 
to lighting and raanutacture.s. Tiiere 
was a great deal of c?nergy in water- 
falls. In the future, no doubt, such 
falls aa the Falls of Niagara would be 
extensively used — indeed, he believed 
the Falls of Ningarn. would in the future 
be used for the prnduction of light and 
mechanical power ovcT a large area of 
North America. The (>lectricity pro- 
duced by them might he advantageous- 
ly conducted for hujjilreds of miles and 
the manufactories of whole towns 
might be set in motion by it. Power- 
ful copper coniluctor.'i would have to 
be used — conductors of a tublar form 
with water flowinfr hljroiigb tliein to 
keep thpm cool.

The San Francisco C/iroiiich- is 
haunted by a dark slandow of coming 
evil for thecommercial city of the Pacific 
Coast. It is of opinion that there will 
soon be two great rivals of San Fran- 
cisco on the Pacific Coast — one on Pu- 
gct Sound and the other on the gulf of 
Colafornia, with a poH.sil lie tiiird com- 
petitor in British Colxiinbia. It thinks 
that the two former ^vill cuter into a 
sharp contest with San Francisco on 
the China and Japan trade. The capi- 
tal city on Puget SoiLiid will become a 
great builder of ships and a great ship- 
per of coal, iron, ^vlil!at, wool, lumber 
and timber. 'I'lic ca^iital city on the 
Gulf of California, IDOO miles closer to 
that vast region krio-\vu as Australia., 
including Ne-w Zealand and the South 
Pacific Islands, will enter into a lively 
competition with wa for its immense 
trade; and St Louis and the whole 
Southwest will bo natural allies against 
San Francisco.

way monopoly. The selfish and nar- 
row-hearted, narrow-minded but pow- 
erful corporation, in order to make its 
monopoly more complete is, driving our 
shipping off all the routes of trade and 
retarding ^iajl efforts *at deyelojimeiit 
along the coast north and south. ' Its 
new road tapping Arizona is not in- 
tended to aid development and pro- 
duction and population so much as to 
prevent tlio construction of a compet- 
ing line. It gives the city away to its 
rivals. And if the future destiny of 
San Francisco remains in such hands,

DEATH OF LORD LAWRENCE. 

The death of Henry Lord Lawrence 
is announced. He was a self-made 
man, who, by sheer force of character, 
great ability and strict adherence to 
duty, rose from the lowest round of the 
Indian civil service ladder to the Gov- 
ernor Generalship of India, with a 
peerage and pension. He was a north 
of Ireland man and received his educa- 
tion at Foyle College, Londonderry, 
with bis hrotlicr, the lioro of Lucknow, 
Sir Heiii-y Lawrence, from his uncle, 
the headmaster, llev. George Knox. 
As Chief Commissioner of the Punjab 
during the iiuitiny, ho was instrumen- 
tal in preserving tlie Indian empire to 
the British. lie died at the ripo age 
of sixty-eight, full of honors, and with 
tlio satisfaction of having performed 
his duty in every relation of lif9. A 
Liberal ni politics, he took great inter- 
est in the work of practical education, 
and on his retirement from the Indian 
viceroyalty was elected to tho London 
School Board, of which he became 
Chairman.

— Ilio Jaiierio 
advices to Juno Sth report the dis 
missal of the Minister of the Interior 
by the Emperor at the request of tho 
premier, because of difTerences with 
his colleagues, which caused great ex- 
citement in the Chamber of Deputies. 
On the Gth inst. tho dismissed ]\Iinis- 
ter interpellated tho Government and 
a crowd in the galleries applauded and 
hooted the Dejiuties to a degree that 
compelled the President to suspend tho 
sitting for two houra. Ho then had 
■100 soldiers stationed outside tho 
House which action greatly excited tho 
|)opulaco who grossly insulted tho 
Premier and Finance Minister in the 
streets and at the entrance of the Cham- 
ber. The disturbances were renewed 
tiie following day, the mob insulting 
the ministers when proceeding to the 
cabinet council. Troops finally dis- 
persed the rioters, but not before sev- 
eral persons had been wounded.

Si.MLA, July G. — Major Cavagnari 
has started for Cabul and is expected 
to roach Kurani on 16th and Cabul on 
the 31th inst He bears a letter from 
the Viceroy to the Ameei' announcing 
his appointment as envoy and pleni- 
potentiary.

London, July 7. -A Prrliu dispatch 
says Bismarck, in tho fac(; of serious 
cJjJections, insists upon the, ineroase in' 
tlie duty on foreign corn and tho cor- 
res[)ondent says that the second reading 
of the TarifT Bill being finished the 
third reading will be merely a formal 
measure and will jirobably be complet- 
ed by Saturday next, when it is intend- 
to prorogue the Reichstag. 

IJeklin, July G. — A correspondent 
at Tschel .says a journey across threo- 
quarters (jf Western Austria shows 
that the crops in L^pper and Central 
Bohemia have run unduly to straw in 
consequence of an unprecedented rain- 
fall. 

LivKiiPooi,, July 7. — The Conrler 
says that an agreement was signed on 
Saturday on behalf of the promoters of 
the Panama canal scheme vesting their 
rights in DeLesseps as the representa- 
tive of the future shareholders of the 
Interoccan Canal Company. Subscri])- 
tions for £750,000 in £20 shares will 
bo opened in London, Paris, Frankfort 
and New York simultaneously in about 
forty days. 

London, July 7. — A correspondent 
at Berlin draws a gloomy picture of 
the state of Russia owing to tho Niliil- 
ists. He also rejjorts the failure of the 
crops and ravages of the corn beetle. 
Fifty thousand roubles have been ap- 
propriated to exterminate the beetle. 

St. Petersrurg, July 6. — The por- 
Kon who supplied tho pistol to Alex- 
ander Solovieff with which he atternpt- 
cd to a.ssassinate tho Empsror of Rus- 
sia on the 14th of April is a physician 
from Weimar, Germany, who is also 



proved to have procured the poison 
with which Solovieff attempted suicide 
after his failure to kill the Czar, and 
to have owned the horse by the means 
of which the ^BMBsins of Gen. Mez- 
entsoff attempted %6 escB.fi. A tele- 
gram from St, Petersburg authorita- 
tively states that he has been sentenc- 
ed to be hanged. 

St. Pktersuuuo, July 7. — A fire at 
Irkutsh on the 4th burned 400 liouae.s. 
Officials of Tula have received letters 
threatening tho burning of that town.

The Claimant i.s at present in Her 
Majesty's convict prison at Portsmouth, 
where he is omyloyed in stacking tim- 
ber, in which occupation ho is said to 
bo quite at home. He does as much 
work as any three men in his party, 
and this not--as he himself says — from 
any superior strength that lie possesses, 
but from a "knack " of shifting logs, 
which he acquired in tho backwoods of 
Australia. By 'his fellow-])risonors tho 
Claimant is regarded as " very good 
sort," always ready and willing to lend 
a hand to a fellow-prisoner. 

A prosecution for Ritualistic prac- 
tices was before Lord Penzance on the 
11th. Tho defendant was the Rev. S. 
F. Green, rector of the church of St. 
John tho Evangelist, Miles Platting, 
wliQ was charged with a variety of of- 
fences against tho laws ecclesiastical 
committed during the celebration of 
tho Holy Communion. Tho offences- 
were those which have formed tho 
ground of most of the Ritualistic prose- 
cutiouH, but there was one novel eliarge, 
that of washing the Communion cup 
after the celebration of the Communion. 
The defendant was also charged with 
placing a large brass cross on tho lodgo 
over the holy tabic, at the Consecra- 
tion of the Churchj and with placing a 
baldachino over the tabl& After bear- 
ing evidence his lordship found all the 
charges proved, except the last one, 
which was withdrawn, and directed tho 
defendant to be admonished, to remove 
tho brass cross, and to pay the costs of 
the proceedings. 

The Rev. Dr. Talmage has underta- 
ken to deliver twenty-five lectures for 
tho Leeds Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation for tho sum of XI, 000, The 
object is to raise funds for a now As- 
sociation Hall at Leeds, 

A Bristol paper states that Richard 
Lowes, a widower, attempted to com- 
mit suicide by discharging a revolver 
at his forehead, "but the skull resisted 
the bullet, which was extracted in a 
flattened condition." 

Out of three dozen samples of wall 
paper examined by a Loudon chemist 
scarcely half a dozen wore found to be 
free from arsenic. Tho presence of 
poison was not confined to the green 
papers. The light blues and sombre 
browns were among tho worst speci- 
mens. 

Baron Lionel Rothschild was buried 
in the Jewish cemetery at Willesden. 
Tho coffin was covered with wreaths of 
blush roses, pale noisettes, white steph- 
anotis and gardenia and the leaves of 
lilies of the valley. All the shops kept 
by Israelites were closed, and the roads 
were lined by tho children of tho 
.schools and asylums to which the dead 
man had so lavishly contributed. The 
Rev. B. H. Ascher pronounced the 
oration at the grave (by which stood 
some poor Jews from Jerusalem, pray- 
ing fervently) from the text, " Know 
ye not that there is a prince and a 
great man fallen this day in Israel," 
and as the codin was lowered into the 
gi'ave, the Hebrew prayer " May he 
come to his ai)pointed place in peace," 
was repeated by hundreds of voices. 
The carriages of the Duke of Suther- 
land, the Earl of Beaconstield, the 
Earl of RoHcbery, Lord Norroys and 
nianv other iioblenien followed the cor- 
t(!ge. The initi.als of his fatiier will 
still be retained in the firm name, and 
the house of N. M. Rothschild k Sons 
\v\\\ henceforth bo represented by the 
late Baron's three sons, Sir Nathaniel 
Meyer, i\Ir. Alfred and Mr. Leopold 
Rothschild. 

Lord Beaconsfield said to a member 
of the Alanchester Chamber of Com- 
merce, who came to tell him that the 
Chamber intended to vote resolutions 
condemnatory of the i\[inisterial policy 
on tho Ijistorn question: — "I havo 
heard a great deal about Manchester 
'clayed cotton,' w hich is disgracing the 
English name in China. Please toll 
your Chamber that if t|iey attend to 
my business I will try and attend to 
theirs," 

Two or three years ago a young girl 
in one of tho villages of the Province 
of Kharkoff, Russia, betrothed to a 
peasant of tho .same place, was coin- 
IJoUed by her parents to break her en- 
gagement and marry a rich farmer, 
whose wealth they apparently consid- 
ered an ample set off against his age, 
ugliness, and notorious intemperance. 
Two months after the wedding, ho was 
found dead in his bed, bearing un- 
mistakable signs of apoplexy. The 
slight suspicions aroused by tho well- 
known disagreements of the pair soon 
died away; but they were revived a few 
months Inter by some words which tho 
widow muttered in her sleep and a 
skilful detective at length succeeded in 
entrapping her into a confession. She 
had deliberately intoxicated her hus- 
band until .ho was perfectly helpless 



and th?n laid him on the lloor with his 
face in a dishful of water, thus stilling 
him as effectually as if he had been 
drowned, and [)roducing the symptoms 
which had misled the examining phy- 
sicians. At tlie time of her final tranr,- 
portation to Siberia she was barely 171 



Tho Treaty sith Afghanistan. 

The following, according to Reuter's 
telegram from Simla, May 27th, is a 
summary of the articles of the Treaty 
of Peace concluded between Major 
Cavagnari and tlie Ameer of Afghan- 
istan: — 

Art. 1 declares that j)eaco and friend- 
ship shall henceforth subsist between 
the contracting i)rrtie& 

Art. 2 proclaim.s an amnesty guai"- 

anteeing the Ameer's subjects from all 
punishment w molestation on account 
of their intercourse with (he British 
forces. 

Art. 3 stipulates that tho foreign 
affairs of tho Ameer shall be conducted 
under British advice, and that tho 
Ameer shall be .supported by the Brit- 
ish Government against foreign ag- 
gression. 

Art. 4, A liritisli liesident is to be 
appointed at Cabul, provided with a 
proper escort, and having power to de- 
pute British agents to the Afghan 
fi'ontier on s[iecial ocOasioiiv., ^ The 
Ameer is also permitted to depute' 
agents in India. 

Art. 5. The Ameer guarantees tho 
safety and lioiuurable treatment of 
British agents ill his dominions. 

Commercial facilities form the sub- 
ject of a separate agrcomont, concluded 
for a term of 1 ii montli.s. 

Telegraphic communication is to be 
established with Cabul riii the Kurum 
valley. 

Tho territory at present in British 
occupation ia to bo restored to tho 
Ameer with the exception of the Kur- 
um, Pcshin, and Sibi Valleys, the lat- 
ter remaining as ilistricts assigned to 
tho British Ooverunicnfc tho Anicor re- 
ceiving the surplus money after pay- 
ment of tho administrative expenses. 

The British authorities are to havo 
complete control of the Khyber and 
Michni Passes, as well as of the re- 
lations and independence of the front- 
ier tribes in tha districts in which the 
passes are situated. 

Tho Ameer to receive an annual sub- 
sidy of six lacs of rupees contingent 
uj)on his strict execution of the treaty. 

A mixed commission will determine 
Anglo-A fgliaii boundaries.

'Worth Eomemboring. 



1, Child two years old has an at- 
tack of croup at night. Doctor at a 
distance. What ia to bo done ? 

The child should be immediately un- 
dressed and put in a warm bath. Then 
givo an emetic composed of one part of 
antimony wine to two of ipecac. The 
dose is a teaspoonful. If the antimony 
ia not handy, give warm water, mus- 
tard and water, or any other simple 
emetic; dry the child and wrap it care- 
fully in a warm blandet. 

2. Somo one's nose bleeds and can- 
not bo stopped. 

Take a plug of lint, moisten, dip in 
equal parts of powdered alum and gum 
arable and insert in the nose. Bathe 
the forehead in cold water. 

'i. Child eats a piece of bread on 
which arsenic 1ms been spread for kill- 
ing rats. 

Give plenty of warm water, new 
milk in large quantities, gruel and lin- 
seed tea, foment the bowela Scrape 
iron rust off anything, mix with warm 
water and give largo draughts fre- 
quently. Never give large draughts 
of fluids until those given before have 
been vomited, because the stomach will 
not contract properly if filled, and the 
object is to get rid of the |)oi.".on as 
quickly as possible. 

1. A young lady sits in a draught 
and comes home? with a bad sore 
throat. 

Wrap flannel around the throat, 
keeping out of draughts and .sudden 
changes of atmosphere, and every half 
hour take a pinch of chloride of pot- 
ash, place it on the tongue and allow it 
to dissolve in the mouth. 

5. Child falls backward into a tub 
of water and is much scalded. 

Carefully undress the child, lay it on 
a bed, on its breast if the back is scald- 
ed ; be sure all draughts arc excluded; 
then dust over the parts scalded with 
bi carbonate of soda ; lay niusliu over 
it; then make a tent by jjlacing two 
boxes with a board over them in tho 
bed, to |)revent tho covering from 
pressing on the scald; cover up warmly. 

0. Mower cuts driver's legs as ho is 
thrown from seat. I'ut a tight bandago 
around tlio limb above tho cut, slip_ a 
cork under it in the direction of a line 
drawn from tho inner part of tho knee to 
a little outside of tho groin. Dravv the 
edges of tho cut together with sticking 
plaster. 

7. Child has a bad earache. Dip a 
plug of cotton wool in olive oil, warm it 
and placo it in the ear. Wrap up tho 
head and keep it out of draughts. 



For the past, fortnight a Boston 
spiritualist has been playing in tho 
city engaged in providing entertain- 
ment for those who are inclined to en- 
courage such by their presence. His 
seances have been in a room ou Char- 
lotte atreet, as often as three or four 
times a week, when his audienco would 
number as many a dozen persons, some- 
times more. This paid him very well 
at a dollar or fifty cents a head. Be- 
sides these, he had circles at the private 
residences of those intorested iu spirit- 
ualism, and has therefore beoa kept 
busily engaged. On Sunday night ho 
came to grief, for the seance which he 
held in his apartment proved one too 
many for him. Some went there 
incredulous, and determined to ferret 
out the mystery of the violin or gui- 
tar playing, bell ringing, the appearance 
of blue lights, or hands with no arms, 
and the mysterious voices savoring of 
ventriloquism. The room was darken- 
ed, tho circle arranged in "due form" 
with the medium, in the person of the 
spiritualist, seated in the centre. Now 
one man had taken a knife from his 
pocket and opened it. In a few minutes 
moving hands were felt by those about 
the man who had the knife, an'l soon a 
noise, as if some one in pain, was 
"hv-ard, followed b}' the medium falling 
back in the laj) of one of the ciianiied 
circle. Light wero procured and thcT 
spiritualist was seen endeavoring to 
hide one of his hands from view. He 
was requested to "show up" and did so, 
reluctantly, when a cut was noticed on 
one finger. He said ho gue.s- ed tho 
spirits had been playing a trick upon 
him. That closed tho entertainment, 
and yesterday morning tho spiritualist 
took his departure for Boston. — St. 
John Telegraph.
